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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 3-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 3 is improper since it contains no "." period. What does "having a hazardous metal 
or compound contained therein" refer to? The treatment material or coating? Same for els. 4&9. 
C1.4, should there be an "or" at the end of "I" of part "a"? What is the ratio referring to? Which 
elements? The ratios of claim 4 and 5 are not consistent. CI. 7 what "comprises"? The paint 
stripper or the treatment material? Claim 7 is totally unclear as to what is being claimed. The 
"and's" and "or's" are confusing. Same for claims 8&13. Claim 13, the recitation of the 
material being "mixed" in something does not further limit the claimed treatment material. The 
method steps of dependent claims 10-12 do not further limit the treatment material. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent.
